As reasons for refusal as described below have been found as an 
examination result to the present application, the reasons are notified to the 
applicant according to the provision in Patent Law Section 63.

[Reasons] 

Since the invention described in the present application is identical to 
the invention described in the specification and drawings attached to the 
application document with an application No. 64473/1999 which was filed 
before the application date of the present application and which was opened 



for public inspection after the present application was filed, the invention 
described in the present application should not be granted a patent under the 
provision of Patent Law Section 29 (3) (the inventor(s) of the present 
application is not identical to that of the above-described application filed 
before filing the present application and the applicant at a time of filing the 
present application is not identical to the applicant of the above-described 
patent application filed before filing the present application). 

[Remarks] 

The present invention is to provide a completely novel communication 
system where, while many and unspecified persons are moving around, 
communication among them be performed with contents depending on their 
moved positions, and the system is a system which can perform chat using 
terminals connected to a server device via the Internet, where the server 
device comprises a chat room control section which produces many chat 
rooms partitioned on the basis of a geographical reference, a chat room 
selecting section which selects a chat room in which a user of each terminal 
participates on the basis of information about the current position of the 
terminal, and a voice control section which performs mutual mixing of voices 
transmitted via respective terminals of respective users participating in the 
same chat room. The invention of the application having Laid-Open No. 
P2001 -64305 (filed on December 29, 1999 and laid-opened on July 9, 2001: 
hereinafter, "Cited Invention") is a multi-chatting service method in a mobile 
communication system provided with a radio data processing server, a position 
information server and a multi-chatting server, comprising: a step of 



determining whether a registration request signal has been provided from a 
predetermined subscriber; a step of, when the registration request signal is 
provided as a determination result, retrieving a position of the service 
subscriber who has provided the registration request signal (hereinafter, "the 
registration requesting service subscriber") by the position information server 
to store and sort position information of the registration requesting service 
subscriber and user interaction setting information in the multi-chatting server; 
a step of determining whether a signal for requesting the user interaction 
setting information has been provided from the predetermined service 
subscriber; a step of, when the signal for requesting the user interaction setting 
information is provided as a determination result, retrieving the position of the 
service subscriber who has provided the signal for requesting the user 
interaction setting information (hereinafter, "the information requesting service 
subscriber) by the position information server to notify the user interaction 
setting information request to the multi-chatting server by the radio data 
processing server, thereby transmitting only a subscriber list of many 
subscriber lists which have been stored in the multi-chatting server to the 
information requesting service subscriber, the subscriber list including 
subscribers who have been registered in an area identical to or adjacent to an 
area to which the information requesting service subscriber belongs; a step of 
determining whether a predetermined list of the many subscriber lists is 
selected by the information requesting service subscriber; a step of, when the 
predetermined list is selected, transmitting the user interaction setting 
information of the list selected to the information requesting service subscriber 
and a step of determining whether a calling request signal from the information 



requesting service subscriber has been provided; and a step of, when the 
calling request signal from the information requesting subscriber is provided, 
establishing connection between the information requesting service subscriber 
and the registration requesting service subscriber. 

In comparison of the present invention and the invention described in 
the cited reference, both the inventions are identical in a point that, while many 
and unspecified persons are moving, communication among them can be 
achieved. In this connection, though there is a slight difference in opening 
and controlling of a chat room between the present invention and the invention 
described in the cited reference, it is judged that such a difference is within a 
design modification of an interface in an Internet chatting technique performed 
in a well-known and common manner, and both the inventions are substantially 
identical.
